Two high school improvement 
proposals, one which failed by just 
23 votes last June, will go before 
the voters again March 20 in a spe- 
cial school election. 

Bond Proposal I to expand and 
improve Grayling High School, its 
equipment, heating/air condition- 
ing/ventilation and furnishings, is 
not to exceed $14,050,000 and is to 
be repaid in 20 years or less. The 
expansion would add 30,000 
square feet of space to the current 
building. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
District Board of Education esti- 
mates the simple average debt mill- 
age rate for the life of the bond 
issue at 2.68 mills or $2.68 per 
$1,000 of taxable value of property 
’ within the District, a net school 
millage increase of 1.23 mill on 
current property taxes. That means 
District property taxpayers will see 
an increase of $1.23 for each 
$1,000 of taxable value on their 
property. For example, a home 
with a taxable value of $50,000 will 
see an increase in property taxes of 
$61.50 annually if the proposal 
passes. 

Bond Proposal II concerns an 
addition to and the remodeling of 
the existing gymnasium at the high 
school at a cost 6f $2,500,000 to be 
repaid within 20 years. The simple 
rate average debt for the life of this

Big Rock Point nuclear debris 
to be subject of public meeting

Because of the concern and ques- 
tions surrounding the safety of 
“clean” debris proposed to be dis- 
carded at the Waters landfill, a pub- 
lic meeting has been scheduled. 
The debris in question will come 
* from the dismantling of Consumers 
Energy’s Big Rock Point nuclear 
power plant in Charlevoix. 

Crawford County Environmental 
Monitor Pat Merrill has arranged to 
have Paul Rossi, a Health Physicist 
II at Michigan State University, 
speak at a public meeting on March 
14 at 7 p.m. in the cafeteria of the 
AuSable Primary School in 
Grayling. Rossi works in the col- 
lege’s Office of Radiation, 
Chemical and Biological Safety at 
the National Superconducting 
Cyclotron Laboratory in East 
Lansing. 

Merrill said the purpose of the 
meeting is to inform the public 
‘regarding the level of radiation con- 
tained in the debris; it is not a pub- 
lic hearing. Waste Management, 
which operates the landfill, can 
accept the debris with or without the 
approval of county officials and/or 
residents. He said Rossi has been 
reviewing the disposal plan for the 
County and should be able to pro- 
vide answers to questions residents 
are asking. 


“We'd like to keep the meeting as 
informative as possible, yet allow 
the public to participate in a ques- 
tion and answer forum,” Merrill 
said. “Mr. Rossi is well-versed in 
the field of nuclear sciénce.” 

Approximately 42,000 tons of 
building debris from the nuclear 
plant is slated to end up at Waters. 
While back in November, the 
Gaylord Herald Times reported the 
Otsego County Board of 
Commissioners “expressed modest 
concern over the plan,” Crawford 
County Commissioner Lynnette 
Corlew said, “I don’t like us being 
the dumping ground for everyone 
and everything.” Concerned with 
the term “low level radiation,” the 
Crawford County Board would like 
safeguards and testing in place 
before the debris enters the landfill 
grounds to assure the radiation level 
is not dangerous. 

Also scheduled to be present and 
provide information at the meeting 
are representatives from Consumers 
Energy, Waste Management, the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality, Otsego County, Crawford 
County and Maple Forest Township. 

“If you have any concems, you 
need to show up because this will be 
the only public meeting in Crawford 
County regarding the disposal of 
Big Rock debris at the landfill,” 
Merrill said.

Fourth grade students in Kim

Energy committee looking at wayS = 2001 Project 
to help with home heating bills 


LANSING —- Michigan residents 
may see increases in their natural 
gas rates following the end of a state 
program that capped customer 
prices below market costs, industry 
representatives told the Huuse 
Energy and Technology Committee 
last week. 

“Most Michigan residents have 
enjoyed very low natural gas prices 
because of a program the utility 
companies voluntarily agreed to 
participate in,” said Rep. Ken 
Bradstreet (R-Gaylord), chair of the 
House Energy and Technology 
Committee. “Unfortunately, 
Michigan is going to have to face 
the reality of the current natural gas 
market while we work to do what 
we can to reduce the sticker shock.” 

The Natural Gas Customer 
Choice Plan ends in April for 
Consumers Energy, and MichCon is 
asking the Michigan Public Service 
Commission (MPSC) for a nine- 
month early departure from the 
choice program due to the high 
wholesale cost of gas. 


Both Consumers Energy and 
MichCon are attempting to return to 
the Gas Cost Recovery Program. 
SEMCO Energy has proposed 
extending their participation in the 
current customer choice program 
through a plan that would establish 
a three-year fixed rate for their cus- 
tomers. 

The customer choice program 
capped natural gas rates below $3 
per Mcf (thousand cubic feet). The 
national wholesale price hit a high 
of $10 per Mcf during the last year, 
and has now leveled off between $6 
and $7 per Mcf. 

Utility companies have filed new 
Gas Cost Recovery Program 
(GCRP) plans to meet existing mar- 
ket costs.. i 

The GCRP does stipulate cus- 
tomers receive a refund at the end of 
the year if the projected recovery 
cost is overpaid. If the recovery rate 
is too low, MPSC allows. utilities to 
adjust charges for the following 
year. 

“No profits can be made by utili-

ties off natural gas charged to cus- 
tomers,” stated Bradstreet. 

Utilities like MichCon and 
Consumers that operate under the 
new GCR Program will be subject 
to an annual reconciliation order, 
where audits will determine 
whether the rates charged to con- 
sumers reflect the actual cost paid 
by the utility for the purchase of 
natural gas. 

“The committee is going to be 

very busy keeping an eye on this 
issue,” said Bradstreet. “Next week, 
we will have the Department of 
Treasury and Family Independence 
Agency speak to the committee 
about energy assistance programs 
already in place, such as home heat- 
ing tax credits and other incentives 
to help. Michigan residents meet the 
increasing cost of natural gas. 
‘ “Like all commodities, market 
prices fluctuate and we have to do 
the best we can to keep costs afford- 
able while searching for any possi- 
bilities that will lessen the hardships 
residents may face.”

Brownfield Redevelopment 
public hearing scheduled

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has scheduled a 
public hearing to give residents the 
opportunity to raise questions and 
obtain information on a proposed 
resolution to establish a Brownfield 
Redevelopment Authority. 

A brownfield is any property 
deemed to contain various levels of 
hazardous waste/materials from 
previous usage and which has fallen 
idle due to that contamination. 
Many of these properties contribute 
little or nothing to the county’s tax 
base due to non-usage stemming 
from possible contamination and 
may qualify as brownfields. 

The County Board is proposing 
the Brownfield Redevelopment 
Authority to help property owners 


with necessary cleanup and proper 
use of their land and to bring sites 
such as former gas stations up to 
usable environmental standards. 

The boundaries of the proposed 
Authority include all land within the 
Crawford County borders. 

The public hearing will be held 
Wednesday, February 21 at 10 a.m. 
as part of the agenda of the County 
Board’s regular monthly meeting at 
the county courthouse, 200 West 
Michigan Avenue in Grayling. It 
will include information on funding 
cleanup work through the Authority, 
and how property owners (both res- 
idential and commercial) can get 
help to transform their brownfield 
into a “greenfield” and ready for re- 
use. A question and answer session, 
as well as time for public comment 
will be part of the hearing.

millage proposal is estimated at .43 
mill or 43 cents for each $1,000 of 
taxable value of property within the 
District. If this proposal is 
approved, District property owners 
with the same $50,000 home would 
pay an extra $21.50 annually in 
school taxes. This same proposal 
failed in June 2000 by only 113 
votes. 

Bond Proposal I has increased 
$680,000 over last year’s proposal 
because of -price increases and 
minor changes for a net. millage 
increase of .03 mill. Proposal II’s 
costs remain the same as presented 
in June, 2000; however an increase 
of .10 mill has been estimated over 
last year’s .33 mill for this particu- 
lar issue. 

Those who are not registered to 


vote, but would like to vote in this 
election, must register by 5 p.m. on 
Tuesday, February 20. Residents of 
the District, which includes some 
Otsego and Kalkaska County prop- 
erty owners, may register to vote at 
any Secretary of State branch office 
or the county, township or city 
office where they reside. 

A regular school election is 
scheduled for Monday, June 11. 
Two four-year terms on the 
Crawford AuSable’s Board of 
Education will be on the ballot. 
Terms expiring this June are those 
of Karl Schreiner and James Tobin. 

Candidate nominating petitions 
to run for a position on the school 
board must be filed at the District 
Office on Michigan Avenue in 
Grayling by 4 p.m. on April 9, 
2001.

P Results of some 
water, brine tests 
still not received by 


Road Commission

The Crawford County Road 
Commission is still in the process of 
working with the Department of 
Environment Quality (DEQ) to test 
well water near the Road 
Commission’s Martindale Road 
brine well, following a spill at the 
location last fall. 


The DEQ and Road Commission - 


took water samples not jong after 
the spill site was cleaned up, and 
using the same samples, sent the 


water to different labs to have it. 


tested. (The DEQ used its own lab.) 

Most of the test results have been 
received, but a few have not. The 
test results have shown mostly 
“non-detect” levels or levels well 


below acceptable limits for minerals 
that could be problematic. 

On one well, however, there was 
a large discrepancy with regard to 
chloride levels. ‘The water well, 
located near the brine well at a gas 
well site, yielded a sample that test- 
ed at 2 milligrams/liter at the DEQ 
lab, and tested at 1,700 mg/L at the 
lab company the Road Commission 
used. 

(The Road Commission has since 
changed lab companies because the 
test results were not coming in 
quick enough.) 

New samples have been taken at 
the water well site for a second test. 
More samples were also taken by 
the Road Commission at Martindale 
Road residences for further testing. 

Results of the DEQ’s test of the 
brine liquid itself have been 
received. Chloride and sodium lev- 
els were high, as expected. (Brine is 
natural, salty mineral water, which 
makes it beneficial to road commis- 
sions as a de-icing agent in the win- 


ter. It is used to keep dust down on 
dirt roads during the summer.) 

The DEQ’s test of the brine 
showed “below the detection limit” 
for the following minerals: lead, 
mercury, zinc, silver, copper, cad- 
mium, barium, and selenium. 

Some arsenic was detected in the 
brine, and Road Commission offi- 
cials are waiting for advice from the 
DEQ before deciding whether or 
not to close the well. The DEQ’s 
test of the water in the area showed 
levels of arsenic “below the detec- 
tion limit.” 

The arsenic detection limit for 
water is 0.05 mg/L. A test of one 
resident’s water wells showed: a 
0.001 mg/L arsenic content, signifi- 
cantly less than the accepted level. 

The test showed chloride levels in 
the water at 20 mg/L, well below 
250 mg/L, the level at which chlo- 
ride in water “becomes a concern.” 

So far, the quantity of arsenic and 
possible presence of other metals in 
the brine seems to be causing the

the Road Commission. 

As of last week, the Road 
Commission had not yet received 
the results of the brine sample it 
sent out for testing, so there has not 
been another set of results to com- 
pare to the DEQ’s findings with 
regard to the brine and its contents. 

Road Commission officials are 
currently waiting for the DEQ to 
make a recommendation concern- 
ing the Road Commission’s brine 
operations. 

“If MDEQ says (the brine) is not 
suitable, then we can’t use it,” said 
Road Commission Managing 
Director Don Babcock. “The people 
out there have a legitimate concern, 
we understand that. But we’re road 
builders, not chemists. We need the 
DEQ to tell us where we need to go 
from here.” 

Babcock’ estimates the Road 
Commission has been using the 
brine well at Martindale Road since 
the late 1940s.

Store” where they find out what 
purchasing power is all about, once 
the bills are paid. Students can pick 
from a variety of student produced 
products. Students may spend up to 
$5 of real money for materials to 
produce their products. 

In addition, Laughton said she 


plans to hold an auction (complete - 


with a student auctioneer) and a 
mini-market, too. 

Laughton said she is using the 
mini-economy concept because the 
program provides a realistic setting 
for applying many mathematics and 
people skills, and gives students an 
insight on future career opportuni- 
ties. “Students have an active role, 
rather than a passive role,” the 
teacher said, and substantiates the 
need for this unique curticulum on 
these five points: ve 

¢ Children are big spenders and 
spending decisions are an important 
part of the economy. - 

¢ Children will become lifelong 
consumers, so they need to learn 
how to make wise choices and 


experience the consequences when | 


they don’t. 

¢ Children need to realize that 
natural resources are scarce, so 
spending decisions require many 
choices. In a society that has so 
much, it is important to help ‘chil- 
dren understand that choices have 
costs. 

« Children need to be taught the 
necessary skills to make wise 
spending and saving decisions, and 
learn how to budget their money. 


¢ Children also need to under- . 


stand that individual preferences 
and incomies influence their demand 
for goods and services. 

“A final reason mini-economy is 
important is that it is a tremendous 
motivator,’ Laughton said. 
“Almost without exception, stu- 
dents enjoy participating in the

mini-economy. It adds an element 
of realism not usually present in 
previous learning experiences. Iam 
anticipating an exciting year for my 
fourth graders, not only learning 
about our economic system, but 
actually experiencing it. 

According to Laughton, many 
local businesses have ‘contributed 
items to the “store,” and donations 
are still being accepted. “Several 
‘students have already saved a sub- 
stantial amount of money, and I 
would like to provide items of 
gteater value and worthy of their 
saving efforts,” she said.

IN-TOEING, OUT-TOEING 


It can be disconcerting for parents to 
see their child’s feet turning in or out 
when walking; however, children almost 
always outgrow these conditions, called 
torsional deformities, without treatment.

never have known it as he dropped 
in off a six-foot ramp. Halfway up 
a 10-foot ramp, Krajenka jumped 
off the side of the big ramp to a 
four-foot wall attempting a little 
wall ride and landed clean, bring- 
ing cheers from the spectators and 
other competitors.
